WASHINGTON  (UPI)-Selective  Service 
Tuesday  gave  deferred  draft  registrants  a 
firm  deadline  of  midnight,  Dec.  31,  for 
changing  their  status  to  1 A if  they  feel  that 
would  be  advantageous.

‘‘Should  a young  man  hold  a number 
higher  than  that  reached  by  his  local 
board-and  No.  195  has  been  set  as  the 
highest  number  which  any  local  board  can 
reach— it  is  to  his  advantage  to  voluntarily 
give  up  his  deferment  for  a lA 
classification.  In  those  cases,  he  will  move 
to  a lower  draft  priority  group  on  Jan.  1 , 
1971.

Constitution 

amendment 

faltering 

The  petition  to  amend  the  ASBYD 
Constitution  to  provide  for  recall  of 
student  body  officers  appears  to  have 
generated  little  enthusiasm  among  BYU 
students.  The  petition  movement,  now  in 
its  third  day,  has  gathered  only  200  to  300 
signatures. 

Questioned  by  the  Daily  Universe, 
ASBYU  Executive  Vice  President  Jon 
Ferguson  said  that  naturally  he  was 
sensitive  to  the  petition,  and  especially  so 
because  some  of  the  same  people  who  were 
behind  the  recent  move  to  recall  him  and 
ASBYU  President  Brian  Walton,  are  also 
supporting  the  petition. 

However,  Ferguson  added, ‘‘I  respect  the 
rights  of  those  petitioning  for  the 
amendment,  in  that  it  is  wholly  within  the 
framework  of  the  [ASBYU]  Constitution 
to  do  so.  If  the  amendment  is  passed.  I’ll 
be  prepared  to  abide  by  it.” 

Ferguson  stated  that  he  feels  the  present 
Constitution  adequately  provides  for 
removal  of  student  body  officers.  At 
present  the  Constitution  states  that  officers 
can  be  removed  by  impeachment 
proceedings  of  the  ASBYU  Executive 
Council. 

He  said  he  felt  this  way  because,  ‘‘The 
student  body  at  large,  really  isn’t  aware  of 
what’s  going  on  in  student  government,” 
whereas  the  council  members  are.  He 
stated  that  students  who  feel  an  officer 
should  be  removed,  ought  to  make  their 
feelings  known  to  a council  member.

Laird  told  newsmen  the  raid  on  a 
suspected  prison  camp  23  miles  west  of 
Hanoi  ‘‘caught  the  North  Vietnamese 
completely  by  surpri^”  and  “clearly  has 
shown  that  the  United  States  cares”  about 
the  prisoners  of  war. 

Senate  Democratic  Leader  Mike 
Mansfield  questioned  “the  reliability  of  our 
intelligence”  in  a raid  on  a camp  that  had 
been  vacated  for  several  weeks.  He  and 
Sen.  George  D.  Aiken  of  Vermont,  ranking 
Republican  on  the  Foreign  Relations 
Committee,  expressed  concern  for  the 
safety  of  Americans  still  held  prisoner  by 
North  Vietnam. 

Sen.  Charles  H.  Percy,  R*Ill.,also  said  he 
was  “disturbed  our  intelligence  was  not 
accurate”  and' termed  the  raid  a dangerous 
military  escalation  of  the  war. 


‘POWs  dying 
in  war  camps’ 


WASHINGTON  (UPl)-The  Defense 
Department  received  unofficial  reports 
early  this  month  that  six  more  U.S. 
prisoners  of  war  had  died  in  North 
Vietnam,  a spwkeman  said  today. 

Defense  Secretary  Melvin  Laird  said 
Monday  that  an  abortive  U.S.  raid  on  a 
prison  camp  near  Hanoi  over  the  weekend 
was  undertaken  because  of  “new 
information  that  we  have  received  this 
month  that  some  of  our  men  were  dying  in 
prisoner  of  war  camps.” 

The  Pentagon  spokesman,  Jerry  W. 


Friedheim,  Deputy  Assistant  Defense 
Secretary  for  Public  Affairs,  said  familiej 
were  notified  of  the  new  reports  ol 
prisoner  deaths,  but  were  cautioned  that 
the  information  was  unofficial. 

The  prison  camp  raided  by  a U.S. 
helicopter  force  Saturday  20  miles  west  of 
Hanoi  had  been  vacated,  but  Friedheim 
refused  to  say  that  there  had  been  a 
“miscalculation.” 

He  said  there  was  ‘‘a  reasonable 
expectation  that  a sizeable  number  ol 
prisoners”  were  held  there,  and  the  fact 
that  the  camp  had  been  vacated  “wa‘ 

extremely  unfortunate.” 

Laird  declined  to  indicate  whether 
additional  commando  raids  are  being 
considered  in  an  effort  to  liberate 
American  prisoners  in  North  Veitnam.

At  the  Nov.  10  Devotional  Assembly,  the  four  children  of  Air  Force 
Major  Franklin  Caras  sang  “My  Dad.  ’’Major  Caras  is  listed  as  Missing  in 
Action  in  Vietnam. 

In  writing  to  Mrs.  Caras  to  thank  her  and  her  children,  and  commend 
them  and  the  head  of  their  family  on  their  “patriotism  and  sacrifice,” 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  requested  the  circumstances  which 
resulted  in  Major  Caras  being  posted  as  “missing  in  action.  ” Here  are 
extracts  from  the  letter  from  Mrs.  Caras  in  reply. 

“The  children  and  I were  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  attend,  and 
to  have  them  sing  at  the  Devotional  Assembly  of  November  10. 

“My  husband  was  a pilot  , of  a F-105.  He  had  completed  59  combat 
missions  over  North  Vietnam  in  his  four  months  in  Southeast  Asia.  On 
his  60th  mission,  he  and  his  wing  man  went  in  to  bomb  a target.  As  my 
husband  was  pulling  off  the  target  he  encountered  Mig  21s.  Before  he 
was  able  to  initiate  any  evasive  action  his  plane  was  hit. 

“He  radioed  his  wing  man.  The  wing  man,  observing  the  extent  of  the 
plane’s  damage,  instructed  my  husband  to  eject  from  his  plane.  The 
wing  man  said  he  was  almost  positive  he  saw  my  husband’s  parachute, 
but  due  to  his  encounter  with  the  Migs  he  was  unable  to  observe  his 
(Major  Caras’)  descent  to  the  ground. 

“We  were  told  it  would  be  practically  impossible  for  him  to  evade 
being  captured  for  any  length  of  time.  The  wreckage  of  his  plane  was 
sighted  very  near  a village. 

“I  feel  so  very  strongly  that  the  .good  Lord  has  spared  my  husband’s 
life  and  is  now  helping  him  each  day  to  face  this  ordeal. 

“We  have  never  heard  any  news  from  or  about  him  since  that  day  of 
April  28,  1967,  when  the  government  told  us  of  his  “missing’’  status. 

“We  continue  to  put  our  complete  faith  in  the  Lord  for  his 
well-being,  and  try  to  Uve  each  day  worthy  to  be  blessed  with  the 
pleasure  of  once  again  sharing  our  lives  with  him  as  head  of  our 
household.’’ 

“I  feel  the  project  the  men  of  the  Arnold  Air  Society  and  AFROTC 
have  at  present,  has,  and  will  continue  to  help  our  cause  greatly.” 

“I  truly  feel  that  public  opinion  and  the  prayers  of  all,  will  one  day 
soon  bring  an  end  to  our  men’s  suffering.” 
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Thirteen-year-old  Gina  Morgan, 
daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Earl 
Morgan,  Provo,  wrote  the 
following  paper  as  a ninth  grade 
assignment,  at  Farrer  Junior  High 
School.  Students  in  her  class  were 
given  abstract  words  on  which  to 
write  a theme  and  she  chose 
“loneliness.” 

“You  are  in  a cage.  No  one 
treats  you  like  you’re  human. 
They  don’t  feed  you  much. 
People  come  to  see  you  because 
they  think  you’re  strange  and 
interesting.  They  just  stare  with 
their  big  ^es.  They  have  a strange 
look,  one  that  you  have  never 
seen  before,  one  that  gives  you  a 
funny  feeling  like  you’re  hated 
and  feared  at  the  same  time.  Once 
in  a while  you  can  make  them 
laugh  by  making  a funny  face. 

“At  night  it  is  cold,  but  no  one 
will  give  you  a blanket.  You  get 
goose  pimples  all  over  your  skin. 

“You  are  lonely  and  scared  and 
dirty.  In  the  background  you  hear 
the  sound  of  war.  You  are  a 
prisoner  in  North  Vietnam.  You 
haven’t  been  able  to  write  your 
family  for  seven  months,  and 
wonder  if  you  ever  will.  Your 
family  doesn’t  know  whether  you 
are  dead  or  alive.  You  live  in  a 
world  unknown.” 

Many  of  Gina’s  impressions  of 
prisoner-of-war  life  came  from 
presentations  made  to  local 
schools  as  part  of  the  current 
program  by  the  Arnold  Air 
Society  and  the  AFROTC  to  have 
people  write  a letter  protesting 
the  North  Vietnamese  treatment 
of  American  POWs. 

The  letter-writing  campaign  will 
continue  “as  long  as  we  get  letters 
coming  in,”  according  to  Capt. 
James  A.  Moss  of  the  AFROTC 
on  campus. 

“We  have  collected  almost 
9,000  letters  from  BYU  students, 
and  now  we  are  initiating  a high 
school  program  throughout  Utah. 
We  have  written  to  all  the  high 


schools  offering  a trophy  for  the 
largest  number  of  letters  on  a 
percentage  basis  so  it  won’t 
depend  on  just  how  big  the  school 
is.  It  would  be  possible,  for 
instance,  for  a school  to  have  a 
200  per  cent  showing.  In  just  a

‘Union’  new  blues  form 
cuts  drums,  adds  violin 


It  was  standing  room  only  for 
both  nights,  Thtirsday  and  Friday, 
when  BYU’s  renowned 
Philharmonic  Orchestra  and 
Oratorio  Choir  combined  for  two 
exciting  works  — V aughan- 
Williams’  “Hodie”  and  Nelhybel’s 
“Dies  Ultima.”  It  was  a most 
exciting  program.

John  Mayall,  often  called  the 
“father  of  British  blues,”  has  done 


it  again. 

With  over  two  decades  of 
performing  behind  him,  Mayall 
has  experimented  in  his  new 
album  “USA  Union”  and  has 
successfully  changed  the  nature  of 
blues. 

In  his  last  album,  “At  The 
Turning  Point,”  Mayall  stated  that 
he  wished  to  “explore 
seldom-used  areas  within  the 
framework  of  low  volume  music” 
by  eliminating  the  drums  and 
volume  of  the  lead  guitar.  That 
album  was  great. 

But  this  new  one  is  even  greater. 


‘Destry^ 
at  flicks 


Much  of  it  lies  in  the  choice  of  his 
new  band.  Don  Harris,  with  ten 
years  of  training  of  classical  violin 
as  his  credentials,  is  nothing  short 
of  fantastic.  He  brings  a new  and 
effective  concept  to  blues  music. 
Listen  to  the  track  “Crying”  for 
one  of  the  best  blues  tunes  ever. 

Larry  Taylor,  formerly  of 
Canned  Heat,  uses  his  moving  bass 
well  within  the  standard  Mayall 
blue  pattern  and  is  best  in  a solo, 
“Off  The  Road.” 

Harvey  Mandel,  also  formerly  of 
Canned  Heat  and  with  three 
albums  out  of  his  own,  is 
extremely  competent  on  lead 
guitar.  I say  competent  because 
Mayall  doesn’t  feature  the  guitar, 
just  talent. 

The  words  of  all  the 
compositions  are  poetically 
simple,  which  is  no  reflection  on 
the  music.  Mayall  has  written 
some  outstanding  songs  for  this 
album.  These  include  “Nature’s 
Disappearing,”  “Where  Did  My 
Legs  Go,”  “My  Pretty  Girl,”  and 


the  incredible,  away-from-it-all 
“Deep  Blue  Sea.” 

The  album  is  an  innovation.  It  is 
new  in  its  ideas  and  professional 
in  the  follow-up.  And  it’s  well

The  343,000  UAW  members 
who  had  been  on  strike  since 
midnight.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
Senate  Appropriations  Committee 
voted  the  money  Tuesday  to 
continue  development  of  the 
supersonic  transport,  assuring  a 
major  floor  fight  over  the 
proposed  modem  jetliner. 

By  voice  vote  committee 
members  approved  spending  $290 
million  more  toward  the 
estimated  $1.3  billion  needed  to 
develop  two  prototypes  of  the 
1 ,400-mile-an-hour  airplane. 

The  major  test  for  continued 
development  of  the  SST  was 
expected  on  the  floor,  probably 
next  Monday. 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - For 
the  second  straight  month, 
inflation  added  sharply  to  the  cost 
of  living  in  October,  reversing  a 
summer  trend  toward  lower  price 
increases  and  jolting  the 
administration  into  a tougher 
fight  against  its  no.  1 domestic 
problem. 

The  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics 
reported  Tuesday  that  consumer 
prices  went  up  six-tenths  of  1 per 
cent  last  month,  the  largest 
increase  in  six  months.  The  rise 


was  due  mainly  to  sharply 
increased  prices  for  new  and  used 
cars,  gasoline,  clothing  and  a 
broad  range  of  services  such  as 
electricity,  rent,  and  home 
mortgage  and  maintenance  costs. 

Shortly  after  the  Labor 
Department  disclosed  the  October 
increase,  the  White  House 
announced  that  President  Nixon 
would  take  a tougher  stand 
against  businesses  and  labor 
unions  that  he  believes  contribute 
to  inflation.

Environmental  contest 


WASHINGTON,  D.C.,  Nov. 
19  — The  first  contest  for 
environmental  improvement  for 
engineering  students  was 
announced  by  the  American 
Society  for  Engineering  Education 
and  Westinghouse  Educational 
Foundation. 

The  program  will  award  a total 
of  $1,750  to  students  who  have 
carried  out  engineering  projects 
focusing  on  Pollutant  control, 
recycling  of  pollutants,  detecting 
and  measuring  environmental 
distribution  of  pollutants  or  the 
impact  of  pollutants  on  natural 
ecosystems. 

The  contest  is  seeking  students 
who  can  make  significant 
technical  contricutions  through 
feasible  environmental  projects 
that  will  result  in  economic  or 
social  benefits. 

First  prize  will  be  $1,000.  The 
three  second-place  prizes  will 
consist  of  $250  each.  The  contest 
is  open  to  full-time  engineering 
college  seniors  or  graduate 
students  attending  a school  that  is 
an  ASEE  member.  Interested 
students  may  pick  up  entry  forms 
from  engineering  college 
administrators  or  from  the  ASEE, 
One  DuPont  Circle,  Suite  400, 


Two  representatives  of  French 
television  have  concluded  a month 
of  filming  at  BYU  for  an  hour 
long  documentary  to  be  broadcast 
over  French  television  sometime 
in  March  1971. 

The  two  ladies,  Madame  Janine 
Guerpillon,  a director  with  the 
French  television  network,  and 
Mile.  Francoise  Morhange,  a 
reputed  French  actress  and 
comedian,  discovered  BYU 
through  the  International 
Folk  dancers  who  performed  in 
Paris  last  summer.  They  were  so 
impressed  by  their  spirit  and  their 
enthusiasm  with  living  that  they 
decided  to  come  to  BYU  “to 
show  that  there  is  at  least  one 
university  where  everything  is  not 
wasted,  where  there  are  strong 
morals.” 

Madame  Guerpillon  met  the 
folkdancers  “completely  by 
chance.” 

Craig  Hilton,  now  a student  at 
BYU,  but  at  the  time  a missionary 
in  Paris,  was  trying  to  arrange 
publicity  for  the  folkdancers 
through  the  French  television 
network.  He  had  been  sent  from 
office  to  office,  said  Madame 
Guerpillon.  “At  the  office  where  I 
worked  they  sent  him  to  another 
office  on  the  other  side  of  Paris.  I 
was  going  that  way  so  I suggested 
to  Craig  and  his  companion  that 
they  come  with  me  in  my  car.” 

She  arranged  for  the  publicity 
and  also  for  a performance  of  the 
folkdancers  at  Parly  2,  a ritzy 
housing  development  not  far  from 


Versailles.  At  the  performance 
Mile.  Morhange  met  the 
folkdancers  and  Mormonism.  She 
was  given  a handbill,  which  she 
filled  out  asking  to  know  more 
about  Latter-day  Saints. 

At  BYU  Mmme.  Guerpillon 
with  the  aid  of  Mile.  Morhange,  as 
a script  writer,  and  the  BYU 
Motion  Picture  Studios  has  filmed 
a sequence  of  scenes  from  all  areas 
of  university  life  based  around  a 
story  of  a typical  BYU  student, 
Bob  Reynolds,  a junior  from 
Wyoming,  who  is  also  a returned 
missionary  from  the  French 
Mission. 

Simultaneously  with  the 
filming,  Craig  Hilton  has  been 
talking  to  the  ladies  about 
Mormonism.  Mile.  Morhange,  who 
has  sought  something  else  since 
rejecting  her  religion  as  a youth, 
told  of  her  intention  to  be 
baptised.  “In  Mormonism  one 
does  not  need  to  suffer  now  to  be 
happy  later.  You  can  start  to  be 
happy  on  earth.  You  are  not  here 
to  be  unhappy.”  she  said.
